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The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  summarize  weed  management  information  from  Biermial  Reports  received  from  56  county  weed 
districts  and  seven  state  agencies.  This  report  results  from  changes  that  were  made  in  the  performance  reporting  procedures,  and 
highlights  some  issues  and  problems  regarding  coordination  of  weed  management  efforts  in  the  state. 

Under  Section  7-22-2151,  MCA,  of  the  County  Noxious  Weed  Control  Act,  state  agencies  are  required  to  develop  an  agreement  with 
county  weed  boards  for  weed  management  on  state-owned  lands.  These  agreements  must  include: 

• a six-year  integrated  noxious  weed  management  plan  that  is  updated  biennially; 

• a noxious  weed  management  goals  statement;  and 

• a specific  plan  of  operations,  including  a budget  to  implement  the  plan. 

Another  provision  in  this  section  requires  a biermial  performance  report  be  submitted  to  the  state  weed  coordinator  in  the  Montana 
Department  of  Agriculture  regarding  the  success  of  the  plan  on  a form  provided  by  the  Department.  A 2003  Legislative  audit  found 
the  contents  of  the  previous  biermial  reports  inadequate  to  provide  an  assessment  of  effectiveness  of  each  agency's  weed  program.  To 
address  this,  a new  form  was  created  that  requires  state  agencies  that  have  lands  within  a county  to  meet  with  a designated 
representative  from  the  county.  To  meet  statutory  requirements,  a representative  of  the  agency  and  county  must  review  and  sign  the 
report,  then  submit  the  report  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  intent  of  the  report  change  was  for  state  agencies  to  meet  with  weed  districts  and  complete  the  report  together.  However,  this  did 
not  appear  to  happen  in  a majority  of  the  cases,  which  highlights  a lack  of  communication  between  the  state  agencies  and  weed 
districts.  Since  the  biennial  report  process  did  not  achieve  the  desired  result,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  propose  to  amend  its 
administrative  rules  to  include  a procedure  that  will  clearly  identify  the  responsibility  of  the  parties  involved. 

Results  of  the  summary  indicate  that  of  a total  180-county/agency  reports,  90  reports  were  incomplete  and  21  reports  were  not 
received.  The  report  forms  were  mailed  to  counties  and  agencies  on  September  1,  2004  with  reminders  to  complete  the  reports  sent  in 
August  and  September  2005. 

It  is  critical  for  responsible  parties  at  the  local  and  state  levels  to  communicate  and  actively  take  part  in  each  other’s  program  for  weed 
management  to  be  effective.  One  of  the  problems  that  continue  to  plague  weed  management  in  Montana  is  the  lack  of  a stable 
structure.  Each  county  and  state  agency  needs  a full-time  weed  coordinator  with  a line  item  budget  dedicated  for  weed  control.  The 
Montana  Weed  Management  Plan  identifies  county  weed  districts  as  being  the  cornerstone  of  Montana’s  weed  program.  One  of  the 
“action  items”  of  the  plan  is  to  establish  full-time  weed  coordinator  positions  in  each  county  or  multi-county  area  in  Montana  and  in 
eaeh  state  agency.  Employing  a full-time  weed  coordinator  provides  leadership  that  is  critical  for  organizing,  directing,  and 
implementing  weed  management  that  will  ultimately  strengthen  Montana’s  weed  management  effort  and  facilitate  implementation  of 
the  Montana  State  Weed  Management  Plan.

Comments  from  Rosebud  County 
Re:  DNRC 


Rosebud  County  being  part  of  the  Lower  Yellowstone  Saltcedar  group  sprayed  saltcedar  on  6N  42E  S16  which  is  a recreation  site. 
We  also  treated  high  water  mark  and  below  in  6N  43E  SI 4 &15.  The  total  cost  of  the  project  was  $64,000,  we  treated  46,000  trees 
in  a little  over  100  acres.  Only  half  of  the  state  section  was  treated  and  there  is  still  remaining  area  that  needs  treatment  in  the  state 
section.  I also  found  spotted  and  russian  knapweed,  houndstongue  and  leafy  spurge  along  with  the  saltcedar.  I realize  that  DNRC 
requires  the  lessee  to  treat  the  noxious  weeds,  but  with  infestation  of  saltcedar  it  isn't  cost  effective  for  a producer  to  do  in  this  area 
or  along  the  Yellowstone.  Rosebud  County  has  cost  share  dollars  to  help  with  some  of  the  cost,  but  I see  the  need  for  DNRC  to  also 
help  that  lessee  defray  some  of  the  cost.  How  this  is  accomplished  I'm  not  sure,  but  together  maybe  we  can  come  to  a workable 
solution.  I feel  that  all  other  noxious  weeds  on  DNRC  lands  are  being  taken  care  of  very  well  in  Rosebud  County  by  the  lessee. 


Comments  from  Rosebud  County 
Re:  MDT 

Rosebud  County  and  the  Miles  City  Division  of  DOT  have  a very  good  working  relationship.  We  meet  yearly  to  discuss  budgets,  at 
that  time  we  are  able  to  ask  for  more  funding  if  we  are  going  to  need  it.  We  talk  about  DOT  priorities  and  the  weed  districts.  At  the 
time  this  report  was  written  the  six  year  plan  had  expired,  but  by  the  time  it  is  signed  we  will  have  a new  one  in  place.  In  my  opinion 
the  largest  weed  problem  for  DOT  in  Rosebud  County  is  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Northern  Cheyenne  Reservation.  Rosebud 
County  does  not  control  the  weeds  within  the  Reservation  and  we  are  all  trying  to  come  to  a workable  solution.

DNRC  State  Trust  Lands  can  be  divided  into  two  categories: 

1 . Those  lands  actively  managed  by  the  DNRC. 

2.  Those  lands  managed  by  lessees. 

The  attached  DNRC  Biennial  Performance  Report  is  for  those  lands  located  within  Gallatin  County 
and  actively  managed  by  the  Bozeman  Unit  of  the  DNRC. 

The  Gallatin  County  Weed  District  evaluation  is  that  the  goal  of  effective  noxious  weed  management 
on  that  property  actively  managed  by  the  DNRC  was  not  met  in  FY  '04  and  FY  '05.  The  lack  of 
effective  management  was  due  primarily  to  the  lack  of  funding  available  to  the  DNRC  Bozeman  Unit 
to  conduct  actual  on-the-ground  management.  ITie  Bozeman  Unit  is  aware  of  the  locations  of  the 
noxious  weeds  found  on  trust  lauds  they  actively  manage.  Adequate  fimding  was  not  budgeted  to 
accomplish  the  necessary  work  required.  A total  of  $3000  had  been  expended  in  FY  '04  and  FY  '05. 
To  accomphsh  the  work  required  a more  appropriate  funding  level  should  have  been  at  $4500  for  each 
year's  treatment  ($9000  totd). 

Another  issue  that  needs  to  be  addressed  is  the  lack  of  tracking  of  management  of  noxious  weeds  on 
leased  property.  Ciurently  the  DNRC  requires  lessees  to  manage  noxious  weeds  as  a condition  of 
their  lease  agreement.  This  is  an  excellent  conditional  agreement  of  the  lease.  However,  unless  a 
serious  weed  problem  is  brought  to  their  attention,  the  DNRC  does  not  conduct  any  follow-up  to 
ensure  that  lessees  actually  manage  any  noxious  weeds  located  on  the  lease.
